To rock s 
ohild in a cradle or U> swing him in i 
crib, amounts to just this: the rapid mo 
lion disturbs the natural now of blood 
and produces si upor or drowsiness. Can 
an j bod v auppoae for a moment that such 
an operation is a healthy one? Everv 
one knows the dixij and often sickening 
effect of moving rapidly in a swing, yet 
wherein done thia differ from the motion 
a child receives when rocked in a era 
die? 

It ia equivalent to laying in a ship 
berth during a violent storm ; aad that 
sickene nine people out of lea. A vary 
gentle, alow motion may »ome'iuiee be 
soothing, though alwaya of doubtful 
expediency ; bat to move the cradle aa 
rapidly aa the awing of a pendulum three 
feat long — that ia, once in a second — ia 
poaiti va cruelty.

If any 
mother ia disposed to laugh at our sugges- 
tions or consider them whimsioal, we 
bag of her to have a bed or cot hung on 
oords, then lie down on it herself, and 
have aome one awing it with the aame 
rapidity that abe allows the cradle to be 
rooked. What ahe will experience in both 
bead and stomach is just the aame aa the 
infant experiences. 

We inaiat that this rocking of children 
i* a useless habit. If not accustomed to 
rocking, they will go to aleep quite aa 
wall when lying quietly aa when ahaken 
in a cradle. If they do not, there ia iron- 
ble from aicknei 
Ly from aa o, 
though the roeking may prodi 
rary stupor, the trouble ia made worse 
thereafter by the unnatural means taken 
to produce quiet for the ti me being.
